Yesterday I was advised by 
Committee on Nominations, American University (AU) Alumni 
Association, that I have been nominated for the position of 
President of the AU Alumni Association. I do not know whether 
or not I will be the one elected. If I am, I would like to 
accept the position if the Bureau approves. My reasons for 
wishing to accept are two, one of which is purely personal. 

First, in addition to one's parents, most every person 
is indebted to one or more individuals for important kindnesses 
and assistance along the often tumultuous and difficult road 
of life. I am such a person. Upon being graduated from 
Bucksport Academy, Maine, long years ago, I was awarded a 
four-year scholarship for my tuition to American University in 
Washington, D, C, a Methodist College. I was told that this 
was a scholarship which heretofore had only been given to 
ministerial students; therefore, I was all the more appreciative 
because I was a Catholic layman. It was during the heart of 
the depression and remaining in college was not easy financially. 
In adttdtition to the scholarship, the University gave me a job 
waiting on tables for my board. Professors Wesley Gewehr and 
Delos Kinsman and Dean George B. Woods (at whose home I lived 
during my senior year) were especially helpful to me. They are 
all dead and gone now. I know that if they were living they 
definitely would want me to take this position. I believe we 
owe gratitude and loyalty to the dead, as well as to the living. 
Further, I have never been able to do anything in behalf of the 
University. as a whole to which I am so indebted for my college 
education. This position would at least give me an opportunity 
to make an effort. ^O S /M ^^ '^ SBS^ 

Second, AU has over 14,000 students and many, many ^^ 
thousand alumni. This is a period of history in which the / 
universities around the Nation have been x^atapul ted into an arena 
teaming with youth in conflict. The revolutionary New Left and 
the violence black student extremists have caused disruption,

violence, and confusion in academic communities across the 
land. The end of this strife is not yet in sight o It is 
likely to become much worse than it has been. The FBI is 
deeply involved because of its national security responsibilities 
The serious problems we face in this area are almost countless. 
Needless to say, we have not yet met our responsibilities 
alluded to in the manner that the great majority of our citizens 
expect we will. This position with the AU Alumni should give me 
an entree to certain segments of academic life and lines of 
communications with participants not otherwise possible. This 
I think, can redound to some little benefit at least to the 
FBIo Hence, I hope that my contribution in this context will 
be twofold to AU and to the Bureau. 

There is, of course, no compensation of any kind 
involved. As we all know, such a position is a thankless one 
and not without headaches. This is understood and it is 
unimportant ♦ It will quite obviously mean some extra work 
and I have more than enough now. However, this extra work I can 
handle during some evenings and weekends with no interference 
with my official duties. This work will be confined to 
Washington. Parenthetically, may I say I regret the need to 
explain the personal reason involved in this matter but without 
it my statement would be inaccurate and incomplete. 

RECOMMENDATION ; 

That if this nomination for the position of President 
of AU Alumni results in my election, that approval be given for 
me to accept the position.

|with a friend drove into the parking lot in front 

of the 7 - 11 store in Cheverly to make some purchases. Just as 
they stopped the car in front of the sidewalk leading into the door 
two colored Jien came out of the darkness from around the corner of 
the store d^ectly in front of the car being about two feet removed 
from the rac&ator. Both had handkerchiefs around their faces and 
one was armed with an automatic sh otgun an d a pistol in the other 
hand and the second had a pistol. I j concluded immediately 
that they were intent on robbing tne store and commenced to blow 
the horn of the car loudly thinking he would frighten them away. They 
stopped and. looked at him for a moment and then continued on qutkly 
into the stere. The two boys th en backed out of the lot rapidly and 
drove to the nearest house where |~ [ asked the man who answered 
the doorbell to immediately call the police; that the store was being 
robbed.

WASHINGTON (UPI ) —ADMINISTRATION SPOKESMEN HAVE DENIED A 
GOVERNMENT ALERT HAS BEEN ORDERED OVER POSSIBLE TERRORIST ATTACKS 
AGAINST PUBLIC. OFFICIALS. THEY SAID SOME MEMBERS OF CONGRESS HAVE

SEN. WILLIAM B. .SAXBE, R-OHIO, SAID THURSDAY GOVERNMENT

To determine items missing is a painstaking and time consuming 
operation since this has to be accomplished through review of charge out 
slips in Philadelphia Office files, reconjgirii^jjtimlQf^not^^ and rough drafts 
from Agents' memories, Identification and submission of copies from 
Bureau and auxiliary office files. On 3/11/71 Philadelphia Office submitted 
initial copies of serials known to be missing to the Bureau. Serials were 
immediately reviewed and analyzed by each division having supervisory 
responsibility over subject matfer involved. By Friday, 3/12/71, these 
reviews were completed and memoranda submitted by Domestic Intelligence, 
General Investigative, Administrative and Special Investigative Divisions.

Because Assistant Director Dalbey appeared 
before the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee on both the morning and afternoon 
of 3/17/71, the conference with Deputy Assistant Attorney General Leon Ulman 
Office of Legal Counsel, was held on the morning of 3/18/71o Ulman indicated 
there was little precedent for an order prohibiting disclosure of this information, 
however, a possibility existed such an order might be obtained.

I have read Pages 11 through 15 of Mr. Cusick's permanent 
brief and I have to agree with you that the comments contained therein do 
not completely agree with the information furnished to me by Mr. Sullivan 
concerning Cusick's ability with paper work.

I did note in an efficiency report dated March 31, 1959, Mr, 
Sullivan stated concerning Cusick that he was "a man thoroughly interested 
in Bureau work and administration, and in Mr. Sullivan's opinion, 
particularly adapted to field office administration and with more experience 
could be completely qualified for this type of work.''

]by telephone and have reviewed the personal 



file maintained in the Director's Office on Mr. Sullivan, as well as various other 
files and ticklers. While there maybe other matters involving disputes and 
disagreements between Mr. Sullivan and other Bureau officials, they may be 
buried in substantive files and, therefore, not readily identifiable. The most 
striking disagreement between Sullivan and other officials has involved Bureau 
consideration of the e^qpansion of Legal Attache (Legat) operations. Sullivan's 
change in attitude regarding the value and desirability of foreign liaison operations 
was discussed very completely in the Director's own memorandum of July 21, 1971. 
That matter is summarized below together with synopsis statements regarding 
various other disputes in which Mr. Sullivan has been involved. 



FOREIGN LIAISON OPERATIONS

For a nvmiber of years, the FBI has pro^:^d!i,^ through l*s X^gat?pffic^s, 
what have been considered to be substantial contributions not only to the Bureau 
but, also, to the U, S. Government. Our operations have proved so productive 
as to prompt the President, in September, 1970, to request the Director to 
expand operations for the purpose of developing additional high-level intelligence. 
After the usual careful consideration and complete concurrence and recommenda- 
tions of Bureau officials, including Mr. Sullivan, we opened 6 additional foreign 
posts in 12/70. Efforts in some have been highly productive and others are most 
promising. 

Several months later, the President again expressed to the Director his 
desire for us to further expand our posts. In memorandums 5/27, 28/71, 
Domestic Intelligence Division (DID) advised the Director we were capable of 
meeting this new request by reopening 3 Legats and opening 3 new foreign posts.

After his return from leave, Mr Sullivan, on 6/7/71 prepared a memorandum 
in which he stated in part, 'Would any real harm be done this Nation if we do not 
expand, and if a number of our current liaison offices were closed. . . . '' 

The Director subsequently asked him which offices he would close and in a 
six-pa^e memorandum dated 6/16/71, Mr. Sullivan advised he felt Bern, Buenos 
Aires, Hong Kong, Madrid and Tokyo should be closed. With regard to the offices 
opened 6 months earlier in Beirut, Caracas, Copenhagen, La Paz, Managua and 
Tel Aviv, Sullivan said "I seriously doubt the value to date of all these offices 
because they are purely liaison and not operational, " He recommended that they 
be permitted to operate for 6 months, at which time they should be thoroughly 
analyzed to determine if they were worth the money being spent; if not, all of them 
should be closed. 

In this same memorandum, Mr. Sullivan under the heading "Views of Messrs. 
~3 Dalbey and Felt, " engaged in a personal attack on the above officials. To 



quote in part, he said, "It was somewhat more than mildly distressing and saddening 
to me to observe the lack of objectivity, originality, and independent thinking in 
their remarks. The uniformity and monolithic character of thei r thinking constitutes 
its own rebuttal. While I am certain it was not the intention of these important 
Bureau officials, who occupy unique roles, to create the impression in the reader^s 
mind that they said what they did because they thought this was what the Director 
wanted them to say, nevertheless, it seems to me this is the impression conveyed. "

damaging or losing the case, the Inspection Staff must accept and share the 
responsibility and blame for the outcome. After this conversation was brought 
to the Director's attention Sullivan admitted the remarks attributed to him and 
attempted to mitigate the seriousness of the incident by pointing out that the 
conversation had taken place 15 days earlier. In a memorandum dated 8/2/71 
the Director said he had made it distinctly clear that the EUsberg case is to have 
top priority and ^1 do not welcome the constant harping upon its being lost by 
any administrative action which I see fit to taJsie. " 

COMPLAINT REGARDING ANNUAL LEAVE 

In memoranda dated 8/10 and 8/13/71 Sullivan took issue with existing 
instruct ions regard ing the inability of Sullivan and Brennan to take annual leave 



until the and Ellsberg cases are "resolved. " After considerable 

discussion of the meaning of the word ''resolved" Sullivan stated that he could be 

see no use in quibbling over words. The Director commented, '1 certainly agree. 

Too much time has already been wasted by such quibbling. " (Throi^h the end 

of August, Sullivan had taken 13 days of Annual Leave during the current year; 

Brennan had taken none, and the average taken by members of the Executives 

Conference was 11 1/2 days.) 



CENSURE OF 



As a result of an unreasonable delay i n gettin g to the Director a special 



memorandum which he had requested, Miss | "li n SuUivan^s Office was censured 

on Ai^ust 13, 1971. Sullivan's memorandum 8/16/71 took issue with this administra- 
tive action, indicated it was the result of a possible misunderstanding, and suggested 
in the interest of justice and fairness that the matter be reconsidered with a view 
to cancellation of the letter of censure. The matter was resolved by the Director and 
no action was taken to rescind the administrative action. 

SULLIVAN'S PERSONAL LETTER 8/28/71 - 

Sullivan's personal letter to Mr. Hoover dated 8/28/71 is 3 pages in length, 
covers a number of disagreements which he has with the Director and many of the 
statements contained in the letter defy comprehension. In discussing his 30 -year 
record Sullivan said he had consistently put the work of the Bureau above personal 
considerations and that his family will attest to this for they have suffered from 
his neglect. He added, "This I now realize was a mistake on my part. " The 
Director's file containing personal correspondence with Sullivan is filled with 
Sullivan's statements regarding his loyalty to the Director and his appreciation 
for all that the Director and the Bureau have done for him and his family over the 
years. 

His 8/28/71 letter indicates he has carried out the Director's instructions 
"even when I disagreed with them strongly, " He again discussed his opposition

to the expansion of foreign liaison and seems to question whether the President 
has, in fact, requested that our foreign operation s be em anded. He criticized 



the Director's actions in the case of former Agent | T in restricting the 
furnishing of information to certain newspapers and broadcasting companies , 
and the re tention of SAC Moore on special assignment in Philadelphia in the 
case . 



Sullivan's letter again brings up the question of annual leave for himself and 
Brennan a nd states that the Director's reason for not giving them leave (the 

land l l eases) "is not valid and you know it, " He then discusses 



the health problems of his wife and children about which he seems to be greatly 
concerned. He concludes the discussion of his family problems with the statement 
that his wife and children regard the Director "as a very strange man. " 

After making several disrespectful and inflammatory statements such as 
those described above, which appear to be not part of any logical argument but to 
express disagreement with tiie Director's policies in a most antagonistic manner, 
Sullivan states that his comments are not designed to irritate or anger the Director. 

OBSERVATIONS: 



A review of the Sullivan file maintained by the Director's Office indicates 
that until about a year ago Sullivan regularly wrote highly complimentary letters 
to the Director on all occasions of note expressing appreciation, agreement with 
and congratulations on the Director's actions, his personal observations on a wide 
variety of matters, and innumerable expressions of his complete loyalty and devotion 
to the Director and the Bureau. The number of such communications has been 
greatly reduced since Sullivan assumed his present position in June, 1970. His 
attitude seems to have undergone a change since the criticism directed at him 
following his remarks before the UPI Conference in October, 1970. 

With regard to the proposed ej^ansion of Legat operatins, it appears 
Sullivan did an inexplicable and complete about-face in June, 1971, when, after 
advocating and approving Legat operations for a number of years as Assistant 
Director in DID and Assistant to the Director, and having in the past personally 
inspected aidapproved Legat offices, he suddenly ejcpressed adamant opposition to 
many of our Legat operations and was unwilling to accept the elementary proposition 
that if the White House desired an expansion of our efforts in this area we should 
comply. In expressing his opposition he engaged in a personal attack on other 



officials who disagreed with him. When he accused Felt, Dalbey and| ]of 

"monolithic thinking" he was in effect taking issue with the President, the Director, 
Dr. Kissinger, and any others who did not share his suddenly changed opinion of 
our Legat operations. A six^age memorandum which he wrote at that time 
contains numerous sweeping generalizations and not the evidence of logical

reasoning and analysis which should be expected of one with his long experience 
in the intelligence field. 

The position taken by Sullivan and the attitude s express ed by him regarding 



e^qpansion of foreign qperations^ his encounters with| |and Miller, and 

particularly the inflammatory and unfounded comments in his personal letter to 
the Director 8/28/71, sv^gest that he is acting on the basis of emotion rather 
than on sound judgment. He has reacted to differences of opinion with personal 
attacks on other Bureau officials and impugned the motives of those who disagreed 
with him. 

While I do not presume to be capable of making a psychiatric evaluation of 
his behavior, a review of all these matters leaves the unbiased observer with 
the feeling that Mr. Sullivan has in recent months/displayed the kind of emotional 
stability which should be expected of a man in the important position which he 
holds.

R was pointed out to the Ccmference that an 8-31-71 W. CXSulUvan 
saw the Director and stated that a few days before "a high ol^cial of the 
Bureau" complained to him, Sullivan, about the way the Bureau was being 
operated. Accordii^ to Sullivan, this individual ri^ed to allow himself to 
be quoted to the Director or identified. On 9-30-71 Mr. Sullivan was again 
interviewed by the Director. On that oecasimi Sulliven referred to the 
Executives Conference on 9-1-71, when it had been made crystal clear to 
members of the Conference that \iHbten matters are referred to them for 
review, initialing of the item indicates their complete sq[»proval of the 
contents and recommendations, without reservation. At this Conference, 
Mr. Sullivan had vigorously argued the uirtenable positicm that if he approved 
of a memoranchim to the extent <rf 51% he initialed the same and that initialing 
did not necessarily indicate 100% acc^ance.
